„ have resigned the Presidency of the 
university,” he said, when questioned at his 
home this evening, because I desire to car- 
ry out more extensively the literary work 
which I have under contemplation. That is 
the only consideration which has influenced 
me to take the action,” | 
The trustees were reluctant to accept the 
resigna tion, but Dr. Patton insisted, and 
himself proposed the name of his successor. 
The sentiment of the Board of Trustees was 
unanimous for Professor Wilson, and his 
election was secured after a comparatively 
brief. deliberation, President Patton will 
continue to hold his chair in ethics in the 
university. 

If the resignation of Dr. Patton and the 
sudden choice of A successor was a surprise 
to the university at large, it was no less of 
& surprise to Professor Wilson himself. He 
was informed of the honor that had been be- 
atowed upon him by a ¢ommittee of the 
trustees, who called at his house immediately 
after the election. Professor Wilsen went 
at once to the library and accepted. When

In re- 
sponge he said that he felt, when he came 
to Princeton as a professor, that he had 
found the proper place, and that he had 
been animated ever since with the desire 
completely to identify himself with this uni-

On the Floor of Horror. 

In a space of time less than ten minutes 
every horror the human mind is capable 
of conceiving was enacted on the fifth floor. 
Here were confined the violent patients. 
They were strapped to beds and walls, and 
to make assurance doubly sure and escape 
impossible the windows were barred with 
bands of steel and screens of iron. Those who 
tore themselves loose from the leather straps 
and canvas harness found their exit stopped 
@s effectually as if they had been in «a 
dungeon 1,000 miles in solid rock, There 
they died, fighting for life with the strength 
and fury of mingled desperation and mad- 


ness. 
Insane Laugh at Death. 

Some of the victims on this floor were in 
the throes of delirium tremens when the fire 
Droke out. Others were in a state of stupor 
and torpidity from the use of drugs for the 
eure of which they were patients in the insti- 
tution. How many of the patients who met 
their death without realising the horror 
of their situation is not known. | 

Some of them did not. Among the rescued 
Were men who laughed insanely at the 

-@fforts of the firemen to reach them. 


Kent’s Fight for Life. 

_ Alderman Kent was not among the 
more fortunate who did not understand the 
fate they were meeting. ere is every rea- 
gon to believe that the blind Alderman knew 
what was happening and tried with all the 
energy of a man who had neither sight nor 
free hands to help him to escape from it. 

Kent went to the sanitarium May 31. He 
had been out of the place at times since then, 
but Sunday night he became violent, as- 
saulted his night nurse, Frank ome | and 
had been strapped to his bed. . 


Pat in a Strait-Jacket. 
He regained consciousness yesterday, but 
was not released from his bonds. He still 
ho symptoms of viclOusness, and it was 
not thought safe to unbind him. He was in a 
rear room on the fatal floor. The night be- 
fore he had been violent. He had assaulted 
his night attendant, Frank J. Johnson, and 
knocked him to the floor. Because of this 
he had to be placed in a strait-jacket. A belt 
was placed about his waist and his wrists 
bound to it. This prevented him from injur- 
ing himself. 
: He was in this condition, it is reported, 
‘when the fire broke out, dressed in his night 
clothing. When the fire alarm sounded At- 
tendant Wattles ran to investigate. Up the 
elevator shaft a tongue of flame was rap- 
idly eating. By the time Wattles reached 
Kent's room the fire had reached the third 
floor and was eating its way up the hallway. 


Futile Attempt at Rescue. 

Kent had made his last struggle and was 
lying passive on the bed by the time the at- 
tendant reached him. While Wattles was 
putting forth all his efforts to release the 
Alderman the fire shot into the room. At 
that he left the unconscious blind man to his 
fate and looked to his own safety. | 

Running to one of the barred windows on 
the south side of the building, he tore at the 
iron bars, Just as he succeeded in tearing 
two of them out and made an opening large 
. @mough to admit his crawling out he was 
. Joined by two other men who had managed to 
escape from their rooms.

It was three hours later when five firemen 
appeared at the doorway carrying a rub- 
ber blanket by the corners.

Hands Bound Across Chest. 

The brief glance that the men who stood

Maniacs Left to Their Fate. 

An adequate story of what happened on 
the fifth floor can never be told. 

Some ef, the men on this floor were in 
strait-jackets.

Even if they could have left their beds they 
could not have found escape. The windows 
‘were barred. The fire escapes could not be 
reached. Their rooms were locked. The 
hallways were divided into 
and even if the patients could have got out 
of their rooms they could not have escaped 
from their compartments. 

That was the situation the majority of 
the patients on the fifth floor were in when 
the flames reached them through the eleva- 
tor shaft. The attendants realized the help- 
less plight of the imprisoned men and tried 
vainly to get to the rooms. Beaten back, the 
patients were left to effect their own rescue. 


_ Beach a Barred Fire Escape. 
Those who escaped from their rooms ran to 
the nearest Window to the fire escape.

The most thrilling story of rescue was 
told by Captain Marsh of Truck Company 
No. 14.

“ While we were raising the ladder,” he 
said, “‘two men appeared at the window on 
the top floor, At first they stood in the room 
and leaned out, shouting and gesticulating at 
us.

Finds Way Through Flames. 
Suffering from serious burns, A. W. Wat- 
tles, the attendant who tried to rescue 
“Blind Billy Kent, was found last night in 
the Mercy Hospital Wattles was the at- 
tendant who had charge of the ward in which 
Alderman Kent occupied a ded. The man 
aroused the patients in his ward. and when 
he attempted to escape found his way cut 
off by fames and smoke. Wrapping his coat 
about. his head, he rushed blindly through 
the sheet of fire that blocked his way and 
gained the third story, Here he was found 
by Lewis Williams, a colored porter, who. 
ran into the building: at the first alarm, and 
was carried down-stairs to safety. — 
escape was wonderful,“ said Wat- 
tles last night. Several minutes before the 
fire was discovered I noticed smoke, and 
while searching. for the fire it broke out of 
the elevator shaft all around me. Then I 
started to arouse my patients. I ran about 
the fifth floor until I felt that I was being 
overcome..

“I cried out for assistance. Everybody 
seemed to have left the floor, and I thought? 
it was all over with me. Then I heard a 
voice and called out. Suddenly a colored 
man darted through. the smoke. He told me 
that he was almost gone himself, but that 
he would try to save me. Witha quick move 
he threw me upon his shoulder and plunged 
down the stairs. He reached the first floor 
with me, and then laying me down staggered 
against a post ready to drop. I did not see 
him afterward, but he was certain'y a heroic 
feliow.
